CUXUERNING PLAYING CARDS,

something About the Varleties in Use ana
STheir manoflacture—Tho Frevalling
Designs in General Use.
New York Evening Post.

“ Are there any new fashions in playing
carids 2" said a well known manufacturer
in that liné of business, repeating the
question asked him by a reporier of the
Frening Post. * That question can be an-
swered both in the affirmative and in the
negative. The faces of playing cards are
the same as they were in the beginning of
the century, except the use of the indica-
tor aud triplicate cards. A few years since
we made an effort to introduce a new style
of eard, in which the figures on the face
cards were made more like men and women
than the familiar forms so well known to
all players, but the scheme did not work ;
our customers returned the cutire lot and
wo lost a cousiderable ameuct of money. 1
do not know of any other effort ever being
mads to substitute a3 npew style of card
and the chances are that, :f you should
lay aside a pack of cards in some mauso-
leum, the man who way discover it five,
ten or fifteen centuries hence will at once
git dewn with his comrades to a quiet
game of cuchire or whist. We frequently
make changesin the designs on the backs
of the cards and bring oud six or eight
new desigus overy year. The latest de-
sign is that used for the style known as
tho clubeards. The cesign is a wave pat
tern, printed from geometrical lathe
plates. The machinery for printing these
backs cost us $5,000 to build, bLut there
was a demand for this style of card which
had to be supplied. Tho design covers
the entiro back of the eard, and is & con-
tinuous liue, so cunteived that a private
mark could not be made on the card with-
out detection, and the surface of the card
is 80 highly polishei that the shghtest in-
dentation will at once bo manifest. These
cards are not made for clubs but the name
club cards is simply u brand,

t The different ciubs have iLheir couds
made to order, Sometimes they prepare
the designs themselves, but thcy generally
leave that work to us, We make ail the
cards for the Usion club, as well as for
other clubs, not only iju this city, bat
throughout the country acd in Eogland.
The Union elub has its monogram on each
coraer o the back of their eacds, and it
requires a good mauy packs in the course
of i year. It is a rule never to usea paock
of cardsab mers than one siiting. It does
not matter whether the play continues 10
iinates or 10 hours. Eael: party whon
they sit down are supplied with a new
pack and when tLey quit plasing the pack
is put away and is not again used n the
club room, It is either gold to some roem
ber of the club for his private use or ro
taurncd o us to be destroyed and made
into new pulp.

“‘Thera are probably from fiftden to
cightecn diffezont braads_oi playiug eavds
in the mavket, ranging in price from $2 to
g9 per dozen packs. The cheapest and
provably the most widely known braad is
the * Steambozt.,” These ae made of two
shcets of cotten papes glued torether, and
donot have the spap amd lie thet the
tiner qualities have. Tho demand for

these eards como privcipaliy from  the
Bast and  from  Califensa,  They are
made in two siyles —=double Lewds and
single leads. The donble heads e
sold  almosy  entiiedy  in the  Kast,
while the tpde i Califeropin almost
invariably sale Lo singlo  hoads.

* This brand wae s unmed beeinse il
was made to meet the great call for a

cheap card on the Westorn steamboats in
the early days of #'eam navigation on the
Ohiv and  Mississippi,  They are gotien
ap aud can be sold at a profit of Lwenty
live cents pack.  Very often doving a
trip from Noew Orleans to 8t Lows or 10
Cineiunati the passengers on the bozt
would use up six gross o packs of eands
The cards are with star or plaid
Lacks and wee soit and have no life. Still,
as Dsnid, there is o preat demand forp
them. The next saieabls brand of eard is
the Mogul eand, which is mada ol eotton
and liuen paper, L cottou mickes if
smooth aud coft, so that it will take a
very fise polish, and the linen gives 1t
snap amd life, These cavds are madoa
with the teiplicate face eard and also the
indiestor face, 2l the demand for them
cotses prineipaily from the South west and
tiie Basternn stales, The Gighest priced
casds arewade with gilt edges, and these
are solil chietly for private use.” °

itow 1t Has Hoen Bpjoyea by motible Per-
rOLURes,

The Hmperss Aunguatus, like his unely,
the great Julius, was a sober man. o
joved the magniliernes of the table for its
political isfluence and as a medinm of
worthily receiving his friends. The same
notious originally attracted Alexander the
Great to the eusine, and natil he ceased to
be controlled by lis nobler self he ate bat
littie. -

Ciozar ate  lightly  aod  freguently.
Augustus, that auteiyps of Louis XIV. ix
gravdeur of detail, had bhis guriuents
made by his daughters, was the last to sit
a4t table, draunk but thrice, the opinion of
Horace to the contrary riotwithstauding,
ITe preferred a bit of old cheess to all the
delicacies of the table.

Alexander in. Asia had white beans
stewed for him and declared them dzlica-
cics. They were then a reeant discovery
of his lavorite cook.

Under the emperors foreigners were
shown among the pra eminent industrics
of Rowe not only those famous cooks who
coneocted the imperial sunces but another
species of skilled artisans--those who
tanght the people how to walk, how to
danee, how to chew their food and how to
cleau their nails, .

Diogenes, encountering a child who ate
with extremo rapidity, boxed its precep-
tor's cars—a harsh rebuif, even for Diog-

‘Mark Antony, with whom we bavaall
grown so familiar in®our books of rhetorie
was conquered less by Augustus thia be-
causo he forgot everything for tho pleas-
ures of the table—his eompetition for the
empite, his intevests iu Asia, his armies ;
in fine, because he preforred his eooks to
hia gener.ls,

Napoleon ate spirvingly sod  without
rauch chioico, e ate for sustenance, and
uot from taste ; bnt ho conegived a taste
for gastronomy. The sensuilities of the
table weuld have been incompatible with
Lig active life,

Cmsar ate withont vivacity of iaste.
Charlemague also took but light and
simple repasts, despite his strength, Lis
Leight, and lus physieal activity. He
preferred vegetables to meafs.

Newtou was nnt a gourmaud, but he
loved peitber letince nor women.

When the soul of Alexander the Great
turned to licentiouvuess at Persepolia and
Babylon it echpsed itsell in those suppers
and mideight orgies whose mad echoes
have cume down to us through more than
2,000 years  A'exander could not indalge
in trifiize follies. Oge night Lo offered a
prize to him who ﬁnﬁd dritk the most.
Tiirty-six persons died on the morrow.

The Athepian gourmands, whobe ap-

plause this pupil of Aristotle was so proud
to gais, were much more delicate. They

the number of ten, and placed an interval
of four hours between their meals,

Meat was served, in Rome, on portable
furnaces, and it is vet so served in the
north of Euarope.

The Romans had ambulant kitchens,
which followed them in their travels. The
old king of Prussia imitated them in this;
his kitchen followed him everywhere.

In summer the Romans cause streams of
fresh and limpid water to run at the bases
of the walls of their balconies.

As for us, wo owe the flavor of our
cuisine to the spices of America, the cin-
namon of Ceylon, the venilla of Mexico,
the nutmegs of the Malacea Islands, the
black pepper of Java, the capers of Bar-
bary, the red pepper of the Carribean Isles,
ete.

The death of Gregory A. Perdicaris
oecurred in Tangier, Afriea, last week.
Mr. Perdiearis was one oi the best known
wen in New Jersey and bhad a very roman-
tic career. He was boru in  Athens,
thieese, ut the begiuning of the century.
When he became of age he avowed repub
lican prineiplos apd was sentenced, with
his brother, to be beheaded. He escaped
to this country and proenred a tutorship
in Yale college. Among his pupils was
Henry Ward Beecher. Mr. Perdicaris
soon abandoned teaching, however, and
went Sputh. He there met and married a
Miss Hanford, a lady of wealth, and sub-
sequently embarked in buosiness. He
built zas worke in many of the Southein
cities aud continned the business in the
North. He amassed a large fortune and
settled in Trenton. Later Mr. Perdicaris
Leeame a uaturalized Awmerican citizen
and was appointed eonsul for the United
States to Gresce, After the war he was
injured in a railread wreck and it affected
bis mind for the remainder of his life?
Three years ago Mr. Pendicaris went to
Tangier to live with his son, an artist,who
resides there.
